God is green, God is good, thank Him 
for organic food. 

Seems like everyone's going green 
these days, and who is better placed 
(or better motivated) to lead the en- 
vironmental charge than the city’s 
many and varied Christian groups? 

Indeed, environmentalism has 
become something of a crusade for 
many Christians, both here in the 
city and across the country. Reli- 
gious groups of all creeds are well 
positioned for environmental activ- 
ism, because of the volunteerism 
inherent in many religious organiza- 
tions and the willingness of churches 
to embrace social causes. The United 
Church of Canada recently banned 
the use of bottled water, citing both 
economic and environmental con- 
cerns, and Roman Catholic Bishop 
Luc Bouchard of the Diocese of St. 
Paul has openly criticized oilsands 
development as “against God's plan 
for the earth.” Members of Kairos, a 
multi-denominational, church-based 
social justice group, recently took a 
trip to Fort McMurray to explore the 
ethical, theological, and social im- 
pacts of the oilsands. 

Adding a spiritual context to en- 
vironmentalism is a natural fit, says 
professor Mike Ferber of the Envi- 
ronmental Studies program at King’s

University College in Edmonton. 
“Environmentalism fits very com- 
fortably within a Christian ethic,” he 
says. “Taking care of the Earth, tak- 
ing care of God's creation, goes hand 
in hand with our daily faith lives.” 

So much so that many local 
Christians are incorporating green 
practices into their spiritual lives. 
Sociologist Randy Haluza-DeLay, 
also a professor at King’s Univer- 
sity College, has taken his teachings 
to church, starting an ecological 
footprint group within his Menno- 
nite parish and practicing a Lenten 
discipline fueled by environmental 
concern. 

“For Lent this year,” he says, “I tried 
to go to bed by 10 p.m. each night, in- 
stead of my usual midnight, thereby 
limiting my consumption of electric- 
ity.” Although he acknowledges that 
conserving two hours of electricity a 
day is a drop in the bucket, he says 
his lifestyle change is more about 
discipline. “It’s about slowing down 
and observing my patterns and be- 
haviour to try to do things better. My 
10 p.m. bedtime showed me that I 
actually take on too much in my life, 
and that to be a better parent, Chris- 
tian, and person in general.” 

He relates this kind of discipline 
to environmentalism and feels that 
his faith practice helps fuel his envi- 
ronmental actions: “They feed each 
other, as it takes the same kind of 
discipline to do both,” he says. 

Professor Ferber feels that taking

environmental action is a significant 
way for Christians to live their faith 
daily. “The Bible says, “You shall not 
defile the land in which you live, in 
which I also dwell.’ I feel that by be- 
ing a steward of the Earth,” he says, 


“I'm living out my Christian duty.” 

Accordingly, he’s changing his diet 
and working to improve his own 
conservation practices at home and 
at work. “My students put together 
an Ecological Footprint Challenge in 
one of my classes this year,” he says 
“1 was horrified to find out that I ac- 
tually have the most significant foot- 
print of all my students.” 

Which makes sense, seeing as he’s 
a mid-career adult jetting off to aca- 
demic conferences around the globe 
and driving a car to work. “This has 
really made me think about some of 
my core beliefs. I’m making a sincere 
effort to behave in a more ecological- 
ly-friendly way, both as an expres- 
sion of my faith and in my desire to 
live a more environmentally sound 
life.” He's cut down on his consump- 
tion of beef, buys locally grown and 
organic produce, recycles more, and 
drives less, all in honour of his faith 
and his love for the planet. 

One of Ferber's students, Sheri 
Connolly, is making a similar com- 
mitment to putting her Christian 
ethics into environmental action. “I 
ride my bike everywhere, recycle, 
and try very hard not to make a neg- 
ative impact on the earth,” she says. 
“And I don't eat red meat.” 





So what's the beef with beef? “It 
takes a lot of energy to sustain a large 


animal,” Connolly explains. “The 


amount of land it takes for a cow | 


to feed on, the amount of energy it 
takes to ship, slaughter, and process 
cattle — if that energy were put into 
feeding humans with vegetables or 
grains, we'd have a lot more to show 
for our ecological footprint.” 

Seems like a radical idea, especially 
in the heartland of the Alberta beef 
industry, but limiting human con- 
sumption of red meat is not the only 
contentious issue within the Chris- 
tian environmentalist movement. 

“Some Christians reject the notion 
of Earth stewardship out of hand,” 
says professor John Wood, a biolo- 
gist and author of numerous articles 
on Christian environmentalism. Ac- 
cording to Wood, some Christian 
groups fear that honouring nature is 
like idolizing false gods and is next 
to paganism. Others cite the doctrine 
that man was created in God's image, 
and is therefore of greater impor- 
tance than nature. Still others believe 
that the Earth will be redeemed with 
Christ's second coming, so there’s no 
need to take care of the planet and 
God will restore all in the 1,000 years 
of peace. 

“Most churches and their lead- 
ers across the Christian spectrum 
agree that taking care of God’s land 
is an important task for all human- 
ity,” he continues, “and encourage

The 56-year-old former social worker 


and Metis woman will travel from Red 


Deer to Edmonton this weekend to speak 


at the Stolen Sisters Awareness Walk, an 
annual event held to remind the community 
about the number of missing and murdered 
aboriginal women in Canada, and to allow 
people like Gert Cardinal to share their 

| stories. 


Over the past 30 years, an estimated 500 
aboriginal women have gone missing or 
have been murdered. 

According to a Statistics Canada report 
on victimization, aboriginal women are 
3.5 times more likely to be the victims of 
violence than non-aboriginal women. The 
same report shows that aboriginal women 
are also at a much higher risk of spousal 
abuse. 

Gloria Neapetung, a survivor of both 
domestic violence and prostitution, will lead 
the walk. She says it’s important to honour 
the missing aboriginal women because it 
may help others leading high-risk lives. 

“| believe that the walk will make a differ- 
ence for the ones that want to get off the 
streets,” she says. 

Gert Cardinal's hope for the walk is that 
by telling Collette's story, she will gain some 
closure. "My family has wanted for a long 
time to get her story out there,” she says. "| 
just want someone to hear her story.”*

WHAT DID EDMONTON 

CONSERVATIVE MLAS HAVE TO 
SAY ABOUT BILL 44? NOT MUCH 





When I was a kid, there were two 
great days guaranteed every year: 
Christmas and the last day of 
school. 

As an MLA, I experienced that feel- 
ing again when the legislature ses- 
sion ended. Last day of session was 
like Christmas, the last day of school, 
an Oiler Stanley Cup victory, and an 
Eskimo Grey Cup all rolled into one. 
About the only reason I wish I were 


“still an MLA is that I miss the pure 


joy of the end of session. That, and 
the paycheque. 

The second session of the 27th 
Legislature ended last week, with 
MLAs now stattering to the bar- 
becue and parade circuit until they 
reunite under the big top in October. 
And what a session it was! The first 
deficits in years, random health-care 
cutbacks, the further consolidation 
of power into Conservative hands, 
the promise of massive increases in 


your power bill, a human rights bill 
s 


that Alabama would be envious of .. 
yep, it had a bit of everything 

The dominant issue was Bill 44, 
which was supposed to be a feel-good 
change to human rights legislation 
that protected gays against discrimi- 
nation. But thanks to the Tories’ 
muscular right wing (if this caucus 
were a bird, it would fly in circles), 
a parental rights option was included 
that allowed parents to make human 
rights complaints against teachers. 

The matter of Bill 44 dominated 
the session, letting the Tories off the 
hook about everything else. (Could 
that have been the plan? Hmmmm 
.. ) It seems that just about every- 
body had an opinion on the matter 
— except most Edmonton Tory back- 
bench MLAs, from whom the silence 
of the lambs was deafening. 

In the entire debate over Bill 44, 
your Edmonton Tory backbenchers 
sat dumbly. I won't go into detail on 
the opinions of the Edmonton Liber- 
als and New Democrats. I only have 
about 800 words, which for most of 
them is the number of words that 
follow “I'll be brief ...” Suffice it to 
say, your Liberals and New Demo- 
crats did their job, and very ably too, 
considered the lousy hand they were 
dealt by you, the voter. 

But most of your Tories, particu- 
larly the newbies, were mute on Bill 
44. Edmonton-Meadowlark’s Dr. Raj 
Sherman weighed in with a stream 
of feel-good goo about democracy 


that could put a diabetic into a coma, 
sidestepping the contentious part of 
the bill 

Castle Downs’ oleiferous Tom- 
my Lukaszuk opined that thanks 
to Bill 44, parents who have been 
home-schooling their kids will 
come streaming back to the public 
system now that all of the objec- 
tionable stuff has been removed. 
Seriously. 

And the rest of them? Let's do a 
roll call, shall we? 

Peter Sandhu? Silent. 

David Xiao? Silent. 

Tony Vandermeer? Silent. 

Naresh Bhardwaj? Silent. 

Doug Elniski? Silent. 

Carl Benito? Silent. 

Janice Sarich? Silent. 

Heather Klimchuk? Silent. 

Fred Horne? Silent. 

You might want to phone any of 
the above silent lambs to ask how 
they feel about Bill 44 — or anything 
else, for that matter. 

This is not to say, however, that 
they remained silent. Let’s take a look 
at some of the better questions asked 
by the Silence of the Lambs Nine. 

Here's a tough one from Fred 
Horne of €dmonton-Rutherford: 
“An international sport delegation 
will be visiting Edmonton to view 
sport facilities and infrastructure 
for Edmonton's bid to host the 2015 
Universiade summer games. My first 
question is to the Minister of Tour- 


ism, Parks and Recreation, What is 
the specific role of the delegation 
visiting Edmonton, and what will 
be happening with this weekend's 
site visit?” 

After Cindy Ady's answer, Horne 
said, “Thank you to the minister for 
her optimism on behalf of our city.” 
If nothing else, he’s polite. 

Here's a probing query from Pe- 
ter Sandhu, the phantom from 
Edmonton-Manning: “The 
nouncement by the Premier of the 
extension of the northeast light rail 
transit line ... was great news. My 
question is to the Minister of Trans- 
portation. What are the priority 
projects funded with regard to the 


an- 


announcement today?” 

That was followed by “What does 
the announcement mean for the 
Edmonton construction workers?” 
Umm, more work, maybe? Just 
a guess. 

Here’s a gem from Narash Bhard- 
waj, who, rumour has it, is the MLA 
for Ellerslie. “To the Minister of Edu- 
cation: what are you doing to support 
the work of organizations like Junior 
Achievement to ensure that our stu- 
dents learn how to properly manage 
their money?” 

Maybe they should sign up Iris Ev- 
ans for some lessons. 

David Xiao, international man 
of mystery from McClung, crowed 
loudly about the government finally 
getting the year's overdue inter- 


changes on the Henday finally un 
derway: “Today I feel like it's Christ 
mas ... This is exciting news for my 
constituents ... My question is to the 
Minister of Transportation. How 
quickly can these interchanges be 
completed and open to traffic?” 

Overall, a pretty successful session 
for Edmonton's government MLAs 
Sitting in silence while debate rages 
around you must be challenging, but 
they seem to be up to the task. 

And yet, for all the millions of 
words sent into the ether by the hon- 
ourable members of the legislature, 
my choice for best phrase of the year 
goes to Kevin Taft, MLA for €d- 
monton-Riverview. In a devastating 
critique of Bill 44, which wandered 
into the definition of hermaphrodites 
(you've got to read it to understand 
it), Taft pointed out that “any kind 
of reference to sexual reproduction 
could be caught up in this legisla- 
tion,” including plants and animals. 

Plants, you ask? 

“Plants in their own special way 
have sex,” said Taft. “Plants get 
it on.” 

I hope there were no impression- 
able children in the gallery, or the 
honourable member might be the 
first to feel the impact of Bill 44.

The Alberta government paid over six 
figures to tell us to go to the Internet to fill 
out their questionnaire. Without high-speed 
Internet, this was difficult to do. You could 
phone for a hard copy, but it would have 
been a much more open process if the gov- 
emment had delivered to every household a 
newsprint version of the consultation with a 
stamped reply envelope. 

It would have been much easier to partici- 
pate and much cheaper for the government 
and us, the taxpayers. 

| disagree with Todd Rogers that “the items 
are neutral when the options for each are 
concerned.” There is no neutrality if the com- 
parison non-nuclear power generation with 
nuclear emphasizes the negative impacts of 
the forfner while conveniéntly omitting any 
discussion of the negative impacts of nuclear 
energy. For example, the Expert Panel Report 
notes that “CO2 is emitted during manufac- 
ture and transportation of turbines ... and 
for substantial amounts of concrete required 
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in the construction and installation of wind 
farms,” but states that nuclear power does 
not emit carbon dioxide or other air pollut- 
ants during operation. “Considering the en- 
tire life cycle ... the emission of C02... similar 
in magnitude to the life-cycle emissions from 
renewable energy.”

in their position as you describe it, and the 
cable operators seem to be winning the ar- 
gument, based on your conclusion.

needs to come clean itself. The big providers 
are big conglomerates, too. The cable opera- 
tors that provide Internet and wireless servic- 
es, for example, have business models above 
and beyond TV carriage that makes them 
lots of money, too. Some, of course, have 
stakes in providing the content itself — such 
as Rogers, which is as much a broadcaster as 
it is a cable operator nowadays. 

| would also point out some of the still 
standing cooperative partnerships and cross 
ownerships going on the industry. Bell still 
owns part of CTV. Rogers and CTV are big 
partners in the Olympics. 

The carriers have also had years of gov- 
emment protection, such as the legislated 
and seemingly monopolistic coverage areas 
they have been granted. They have also used 
some regulation to their advantage, even 
against its intention — for example, what are 
known as ‘cable avails’ or advertising spots in 
foreign programming carried by the cable op- 
erators — were supposed to be freely avail- 
able and used to promote Canadian content 
overall. 

Cable operators have long been using 
these avails for their own use, to promote 
their own products and services, violating the 
spirit if not the letter of those regulations. 

Finally, the cable operators of course offer 
packages, not channels, of viewing options. 
We all know how much we hate to ‘pay’ for 
channels we do not watch. If cable operators 


truly let the consumer pick and choose just 
the TV service(s) he or she wanted, perhaps 
the cost of a conventional broadcast choice 
added to the bill would not be so alarming. In 
other words, the side that should win is the 
consumer, not the broadcaster or the carrier.

EDMONTON - PUBLIC TRANSIT 
LRT LINES WEST AND SOUTHEAST DEBATED 


Another chapter in the city's ongoing LRT 
expansion is about to close, following months 
of public consultation for the proposed west 
and southeast routes. 

Using the input gathered from workshops, 
online consultations, and interviews, the city 
will narrow its proposal to two routes by the 
end of the summer: one for Lewis Estates to 
downtown and another from Millwoods to 
downtown. 

Four workshops, all of which attracted 
sizeable crowds, were held in early June for 
both the west and southeast extensions. 
Starting in March, 947 online questionnaires 
were completed, including 502 for the west 
LRT and 442 responses for the southeast LRT. 
Thirty-three face-to-face interviews were 
conducted with relevant stakeholders in each 
region to capture the concerns of residents. 

“Two competing interests stand out,” public 
involvement project manager Michelle Chali- 
foux told a crowd of about 80 southeast LRT 
workshop participants on June 8. “Respon- 
dents said they want to minimize disruption 
to neighbourhoods, but also want the LRT to 
run where the people are.” 

The overall LRT network master plan was 
accepted by acommittee of council on June 
2 and will go to Executive Council on June 19. 
The plan incorporates transit and land-use 
methods that take into account the desire 
to stimulate growth and development while 
maximizing ridership. 

By taking into account land-use, neighbour- 
hood character, mobility, access, economic 
development and investment, the city hopes 
to promote a compact urban transit system 
with many stops. 

Public feedback for the west LRT extension 
overwhelmingly supported the inclusion of 
Grant MacEwan College, Misericordia Hospital 
and West Edmonton Mall in whatever recom- 
mended route goes forward. Possible routes 
include using 87th Avenue, and two alternate 
107th Avenue options. 

For the southeast extension, residents 
asked for service to include Bonnie Doon 
Shopping Centre and the Grey Nuns Hospital, 
as well as service for students. Four options 
are being considered for the Millwoods route: 
Dawson Bridge, Connors Hill, and two running 
through Old Strathcona. 

Both the west and southeast expansion 
plans include at least one route that would in- 
volve the construction of a new river crossing, 
which has been a concern for some residents 
due to the increased costs associated with 
adding new infrastructure. While other routes 
do not require additional bridges, they also 
bring with them the need to acquire property 
to widen streets appropriately or to create 
safe interchanges with busy roads. 

“Each of the route proposals has an 
impact,” Chalifoux said. “We aren't here to 
capture the most popular route. We are here 
to gather input from residents.” 

Throughout the summer, the city will 
evaluate the benefits and impacts of each 
of the proposed routes. Public input will be 
considered within a technical analysis process 
with a final recommendation for one west

About the best thing you could 
say about the mites is that they’re 
only part of the assault on several 
fronts for the past three years, but 
also a larger factor since the ur- 
ban legend cellphone theory was 
proven bunk. 

The common. thread 
through troubling CCD is wildly dif- 
ferent factors are bringing about the

especially for its environmental rip- 
ples.

Still, vanEngelsdorp urges us to pull 
nature back into our lives whenever 
and wherever possible, which in- 
cludes “meadows over lawns,” as he 
puts it, noting five per cent of green- 
house gases come from mainte- 
nance of lawns — or “deserts,” as he 
calls them

specifically sculpted is what it comes 
down to.

| The interaction, and potential of 
interruption, of the church and the 
almighty economy — a fear greater,

| “There is great fear,” Wood says, “of 
a church dictating how we make our 
money, especially in a resource-driv- 
en economy like Alberta. If a church 
leader condemns our industry, and, 


because of his influence in a position 
of religious authority, enough people 
agree with him, we might have to 
| confront a change in how and what 
we produce. It’s easier, therefore, to 
dismiss what he says because of his 
role as a religious leader — to simply 
| say there's no room for church and 
economy to mix.” 
| But Professor Ferber disagrees. 
“A church or a spiritual practice 
shouldn't be outside of one’s soci- 
ety, one’s daily world,” he says. “Our 
spirituality should be central to our 
lives and influence the decisions we 
make. That's why Christian environ- 
mentalism is a powerful movement. 
It shows a keen interaction between 
| our sociéty, the land we live on, and 
our beliefs at work.” 

Green Christianity isn’t just an is- 
sue for academics. The movement 
is alive and well in many and house- 





holds. Elizabeth Johannson and uses 
her Christian beliefs as a foundation 
for her environmental practices. 

“For me, my faith instructs me 
to be in right relationship with all 
things — God, my family and friends, 
and the earth around me,” she says. 
A member of the United Church, Jo- 
hannson says her faith and her fam- 
ily provide her with the inspiration to 
go green. 

“I am conscious of the fact that 
God has put the earth into our hands, 
and | want to protect it for my daugh- 
ters.” 

But Johannson acknowledges that 
the climb is uphill, even within will- 
ing Christian groups. “I think that 
all the major world religions teach 
respect for the earth, but those 
teachings haven't been given promi- 
nence,” she says. She relates the 
green movement to the Christian 
womens movement, saying it took 
time and pressure from women's 
groups for women to be fully accept- 
ed within the church, and that the 
fight, in some circles, still isn’t over. 
“The same can be said of Biblical 
teachings on respect for the Earth. 
The teachings are there, but those of 
us who care about the environment 
need to push for them to be featured 
as a title, not a footnote.” 

With the advent of the Green Bible 
— a standard revised version of the 
King James Bible, with more than 
1,000 references to the Earth and 
earth-keeping printed in green — 
and envionmentalism at the fore of 
Christian teaching, like the instruc- 
tion students receive at King’s Uni- 
versity College and other institutions 
across the country, the next genera- 
tion may well be poised to push envi- 
ronmental teaching into Johannson’s 
title position.

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Calgary has jumped into the competition 
to host the 2017 Expo, which has long been 
pursued by Edmonton. Some say Calgary 
acted rudely, that our southern sister city 
should have been more genteel, and simply 
allowed Edmonton its time in the spotlight. 
Frankly, we're pretty ambivalent about 
the whole thing. Sure, it would be great 
to have a Montreal-style Expo that really 
reintroduced Edmonton to the national and 
international stages, and the idea of focus- 
ing on energy as a theme has some real 
teeth to it, but we could also end up having 
a Knoxville-style, dead-on-arrival, debt- 
inducing fiasco. With the world’s economy 
so uncertain, this is not impossible. 
Edmonton put up $2.3 million just to get 
inte the running to be the Canadian candi- 
date, and the final bill will get significantly 
higher. It's a risky venture, and throwing 
around words like “world class” and "expo- 
sure" simply does little to allay our fears. 





Even though Alberta may be in a downturn 

(or a market correction, depending on 

whom you ask), the province still has a lot of 

catching up to do with social Infrastructure.

| more than five times the national average 


rate. Although population growth has 
slowed, we have still grown beyond the 
capacity of the province to service citizens 
Indeed, only a year ago, Edmonton had a 
shortage of nurses, and hired them from 
other countries. 

Yet, the United Nurses of Alberta union 
has filed a grievance with the province, say- 


ing it has stopped hiring nurses, forcing them | 


to work overtime. The Royal Alex was asked 
to cut elective surgeries by 15 per cent, and 
the Stollery Children’s Hospital's expansion 
funding was put on hold in the last budget. 
This is dangerously short-term thinking for a 
province that could enter another boom Ina 
couple of years. 
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It was a pleasant surprise to hear that 
Prime Minister Stephen Harper has followed 
through on his commitment to protect natu-

You've had Californian wine; I'm 
sure of it. Even neophyte wine drink 
ers will undoubtedly have wrapped 
their lips around a glass of Cali- 
fornian vino. It is a staple of North 
American restaurants and bars; the 
house white is often one of Califor- 
nia’s ubiquitous Chardonnays while 
the red will be either a Californian 


Merlot — 


and often they taste so similar you 


Cabernet Sauvignon or 


can't really tell the difference, any 
way. (Personally, | find it downright 
scary that California has a habit of 
making all their wines taste the same 
in the end. Okay, maybe not exactly 
the same, but it’s hard to pick out 
a grape’s defining characteristics 
underneath all that oak and ultra- 
ripe fruit.) 

Outside Europe, the United States 
is the world’s most important wine 
consumer and producer; it is the 
world’s fourth-largest producer of 
wine, churning out more than two 
billion litres of wine every year. Cali- 
fornia alone accounts for over 90 per 
cent of the country’s total production 
Wine is made across the entire state 
in roughly 100 American Viticultural 
Areas (AVA). The AVA classification 
system is akin to (and largely based 
on) France’s Appellation d’Origine 
Contrélée (AOC), which is basically 
a geographical guarantee of origin 
For a wine to be labelled with a spe- 
cific AVA (Napa Valley, Sonoma, 
Mendocino, etc.), 85 per cent of the 
grapes must come from that area, or 
75 per cent if it is labelled as a varietal 
wine (i.e., stating the grape variety on 
the label) 

After Californian wine rose to pop- 


ularity in the 1980s and 1990s, rivers 
of stereotypically oaky Chardonnays 
flooded the

to be said for reliability, I know I'm 
not the first person to get bored by 
California's typical offerings. How- 
ever, there are plenty of wines to 
break these stereotypes, and there 
seems to be a growing trend to break 
out of the pigeonhole. 

And while the common miscon- 


wine production in popularity, if 
not production. Twenty per cent of 
the value of California wine comes 
from Napa, from only foyr per cent 
of its volume. The area has been 
heavily glamourized, and is the sec- 
ond most popular tourist destina- 
tion in the state, surpassed only by 
Disneyland 

Though Napa is a pretty warm

south; wines made around the town 
of Calistoga, in the Calistoga and 
Diamond Mountain AVA, are jammy 
with plump tannins. Wines from the 
southern regions of Carneros and 
Oak Knoll have more restrained fruit 
and higher acidity. 

I tend to avoid wines from Napa, 
if only due to monetary concerns: 
with all the glamour these wines 
have gathered, they usually com- 
mand much higher prices than they 
are really worth. As well, all Ameri- 
can wine costs significantly more in 
Canada than in their home country 
— you can thank the Canadian gov- 
ernment’s exorbitant liquor tax for 


that — so popular American wines 
| are all the more pricey. 


Keeping It Cool 
California has certainly established 


part of its reputation on that super- 


fruity, highly alcoholic, extremely 
ripe, over-oaked style of wine. How 
ever, this is by no means the only 
type of wine produced here, ever 
though it may seem like the most 
common. A few areas in the north 
of the state, especially Mendocino 
County, produce great examples of 
cooler-climate Californian wines 

True, these areas cannot be clas- 
sified as truly “cool-climate” in the 
style of Germany or Canada, but 
they are certainly not the desert-hot 
areas of central California. Grapes 
grown here retain good natural 
acidity, so they are more refresh- 
ing than their counterparts from 
the hotter regions. Check out the 
Riesling and Gewurztraminer from 
Mendocino, as well as the Zinfandels 
from Anderson Valley (a region of 
Mendocino) 

Strange as it may seem, given their 
far southerly location, the counties 
of San Luis Obispo and Santa Barba- 
ra in the Central Coast region are ac- 
tually quite cool with a maritime-like 
climate. Check out the Petite Sirah 
from the Paso Robles appellation in 
San Luis Obispo, as well as Chardon- 
nay from Edna Valley and Pinot Noir 
from Arroyo Grande. 

There are plenty of other wine 
regions throughout California (re- 
member, there are more-than 100), 
far more than I can get into right 
now. Ultimately, when shopping for 
Californian wine, remember that 
though there are many stereotypical, 
blah wines out there, there are also 
some very good bottles to be had — 
albeit for a price.

I'm supposed to meet musician and filmmaker Trevor Anderson 
downtown at the Axis Café to chat about That’s Edmonton for 
You! — a free outdoor concert, packaged with a corresponding 
album, commissioned by the City of Edmonton and orchestrat- 
ed by 12 of the most talented young musicians currently prowl- 
ing Edmonton's underground scene. It's kinda like our very own 
Broken Social Scene, only with a government mandate 

I get there early, grab a latté, and find a seat just in time to 
see Anderson glide past the floor-to-ceiling windows that front 
the café. He doesn't look up, only forward, striding along the 
sidewalk of the city he’s chosen to call home, seemingly with 
another destination in mind. 

I wonder if I’m in the right café. I wonder if I truly did spot 
Anderson's glossy black jacket and sleek auburn hair. I wonder 
if | should run after him, brandishing my tape recorder, but be- 
fore I can decide if I'm above chasing someone down Jasper Av- 
enue for a story, Anderson reappears, apologizes and explains 
he was daydreaming. 

Once I have him sitting down next to me, released from his 
reverie, he’s engaged, energetic, and quick to keep me on point. 
“To me That's Edmonton for You! is an unprecedented collabo- 
ration among a really large number of indie rock musicians in 
town,” he begins. “So the more the focus [of the story] can be 
on community and collaboration, the more comfortable I’d be.” 

And I'm happy to oblige, but if we're going to talk abouf this 
particular community and the collaborative effort that is That's 
Edmonton for You!, we have to talk about Trevor Anderson. 


“He's the man,” assures Amy van Keeken, guitarist with The 
Secretaries and one of said indie rockers Anderson tapped to 
contribute to That's Edmonton. “Trevor is the man who makes 
it happen. He knows how to get other people to make what he 
wants to have happen, happen.” 

The Arts Council of Edmonton must have felt the same way, 
because when they were charged with the task of commission- 
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ing a piece of public art on behalf of the City of Edmonton, 
Anderson is the man whose phone number they looked up. The 
project is a promotion for the ICLEI World Congress, an inter- 
national conference designed to encourage sustainable develop- 
ment. That's Edmonton is meant to spread word of the confer- 
ence to Edmontonians, because this year we're hosting it. 

“I got this very strange phone call out of the blue: ‘Will you 
make an hour of new music on the theme of sustainability?” 
Anderson explains back at the café. “I said, ‘You know I’m not 
a composer, right?’ And they said “Yeah, but you can get this 
done, right?’” So Anderson picked up his phone. 

He compares rounding up his gang of rockers to assembling a 
“crack team” from a heist moyie. “I would just call up the musi- 
cians and, God love them, each one of them said yes before they 
had any idea that I was going to be able to pay them,” he says. “I 
mean, of course — that’s what it’s like here. So then to be able to 
go, ‘And there's money!’ was a really rewarding feeling for me.” 

Lyle Bell, Anderson’s bandmate in the local dance-rock outfit 
The Wet Secrets and member of the electric Shout Out Out Out 
Out, was on the other end of one of those phone calls. “He didn’t 


,put it in those terms — it might have been an easier sell,” laughs 


Bell. “I happened to be on the road when he called me and I was 
just a bundle of stress, with no cash. One of the things was, he 
waved a tiny amount of money, which because I was so poor, I 
was like, ‘Okay, I'll do it! Blood test? What do you need me to 
do? Oh, recording project? Sounds good!"” 

Along with Bell and van Keeken, the final list of participants 
includes Cadence Weapon, Nik Kozub and Gravy from Shout 
Out Out Out Out, Colleen Brown from The Secretaries, Paul 
Arnusch of Faunts, Doug Organ of Red Ram, Scott Davidchuk 
and Ted Wright of The Get Down, and a string quartet led by 
Moni Mathew. Anderson also brought in DJ Cameron Sound 
to mix in a vocal track from van Keeken’'s tune into a break in 
Cadence Weapon’s song. So really, that raises the total number 
of musical contributors from the advertised 12 to a nearly or- 
chestral 16 members — they could start a soccer team! (I can 
hear the cheer now ... “3, 2, 1, rock!”) 

It's not completely extracurricular to note that most of the 
above musicians play in more than one band (and you might 
recognize them from a different act). Community and collabo- 
ration is not a trend but a reality for Edmonton's artists. 

Teer esse esse ess The idea of a community of artists 
working together to produce a sum greater than its parts grates 
at the myth of the solitary creative genius. Don't we need a Neil 
Young or a Lou Reed or a Kurt Cobain to come along for Ed- 
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monton to be truly great? 

“I think [that's] a great big fallacy,” answers Anderson with- 
out hesitation. “I think ideas themselves are social creations. 
Often the best ideas come up in dialogue with other people or 
if you're sitting alone and thinking, you're having a dialogue 
with the various voices inside your head.... I'm going to sound 
so crazy in the paper. 

“But it's true!” he continues with a chuckle. “They're not, 
of course, actual voices but when you're sitting and thinking 
there's a dialogue going on in your head with usually a multiplic- 
ity of voices and you only have those voices in your head from 
the experience of talking to other people. So the more you can 
work with and talk with, and think with and joke with smart, 
creative people, the more ideas you'll generate together and also 
the more you'll be generating ideas when you're alone, because 
that's how you practice that form of dialogue. And listen, occa- 
sionally. Listen more than you talk.” 

Anderson epitomizes this ethos of teamwork — of coalescing 
with and relying on as many people who will help. And that's 
true of a lot more than That's Edmonton for You! Besides being 
one member of the five-piece firestorm of pounding sound and 
dirty lyrics known as The Wet Secrets, he’s also an independent 
filmmaker. While he applies his formal education in theatre to 
the direction of his movies, he has no formal technical training, 
meaning he knows how to depend on good people who do, 

It's worked out pretty well so far since Anderson's short films 
have garnered praise at film festivals from Berlin to Toronto, 
where his short Rock Pockets received the inaugural Lindalee 
Tracey Award, a prize presented to “an emerging Canadian 
filmmaker working with passion, humour, a strong sense of 
social justice, and a personal point of view,” or so the blurb 
goes. “A lot of the fact that we succeeded in that attempt was 
thanks to director of photography Steven Hope, who shot it,” 
Anderson says. 

It was a sneaky shoot too. Filmed at Klondike Days (or Capi- 
tal Ex, for you SEE readers younger than five), Rock Pockets 
starts out as a social experiment, answering the question, “What 
would happen if two guys walked around with their hands in 
each other's back pockets?” Rock pockets, as Anderson calls 
the practice. 

“That's a completely illegal film,” he admits. “We put [Hope] 
in a wheelchair with the camera on his lap, which is a cheap 
way to get a moving dolly shot. It’s also a great way to get shots 
without permission because thanks to our cultural biases we 
tend to not look directly at people in wheelchairs, so nobody 
saw the camera.” 
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What the film becomes at the end of its five-minute running 
time is a treatise on coalition, since the friend who stepped in 
fo put his butt on the line (and on film) wasn’t gay, as Ander- 
son is, but simply a friend happy to help. A perfect example of 
how far we've come since a 10-year-old Anderson first noticed 
his first “rock pockets” couple and instinctively understood that 
two guys would never be able to do the same thing without it 
being, as he puts it in the film, “a really big deal.” Seeing the two 
men walk along, hands in pockets, is just gloriously uplifting, in 
the simplest way. 

But we still have far to go, as exemplified in what Anderson 
sees as Rock Pockets’ companion piece. 

“If Rock Pockets is about the politics of coalition, The Island 
is about the politics of separation,” he says. “The idea that's 
brought forth in The Island is that | got this e-mail that said, 
‘All you fucking faggots should be put on an island where you 
can give each other AIDS.’ And so I think, ‘Why not?’ So I have 
this satirical daydream about gay men separating from all other 
society. Just retreating from the homophobes and having a party 
island to ourselves, which is a fun idea for a while but, of course, 
one of the many problems to my mind about separation politics 
is that it cuts off any opportunity for coalition and collaboration 
and that, to me, is a lonely idea.... That there would only be one 
kind of person in society, that we would be limiting the multi- 
plicity, is a terribly lonely idea.” 

foewe ++I think the idea of community is 
most deeply felt when one finally leaves it. Travelling makes 
you acutely aware of where you're from, whether you're trying 
to explain the geographical location of Edmonton (hmm ... it's 
“close” to Vancouver?) or the weather conditions. (We do get 
hot temperatures, really we do!) Even when you're thousands of 
miles away, you can’t leave your hometown behind. 

“[ hadn't thought of this before,” Anderson says, “but when 
1 travel with music people, people more often know where Ed- 
monton is. I wonder if that’s a reflection of our musical exports? 
I bet it is. It must be.” 

We've finally gotten around to talking about Anderson's role 
as drummer for The Wet Secrets. They hit up SXSW this year 
and, considering the northern contingent in attendance, they 
might as well have shifted a chunk of the Canadian Shield 
into Texas. But The Wet Secrets managed to represent in 
a creas way. 

“Our stage outfits are matching band outfits,” he says. “We 
have two bombshell ladies in the band who wear platform boots 
and high marching band hats and when those are combined 
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they're about seven feet tall. They stayed in their outfits and 
walked up and down the strip all day, each day handing out 
handbills for our shows and they were mobbed because it was 
like Mickey and Goofy walking around Disneyland — everyone 
wanted a picture. They were sort of like the mascots for Cana- 
dian music, because their outfits are also red and white, so it has 
that feeling of national colours. I saw them at one point, they 
were talking to one of the guys from Priestess, the metal band 
from Montreal, and some music tourists full arm-shoved Dan 
out of the way to get a picture with the pretty ladies. They were 
great ambassadors.” 

The irony, of course, is that they're ambassadors for a city 
whose citizens may not always know who The Wet Secrets are. 
And they’re not alone in that role either — Edmonton harbours 
many a band that’s made noise on the international stage, and 
whom we celebrate with only a polite amount of mumbling. “A 
lot of these artists are way more famous outside of Edmonton 
than they are inside Edmonton,” Anderson says. “You go to a 
Shout Out Out Out Out concert in New York City and there’s 
a huge room packed full of people shouting up and down and 
screaming for these stars, you know?” 

Hopefully, we will all get to know our friendly neighbourhood 
rock stars a little better at That's Edmonton for You! “I am re- 
ally excited about the current mentality of the Edmonton Arts 
Council,” Anderson says about the show's co-presenter. “I think 
they are doing a great job of recognizing the art that's actually 
happening in the city. Instead of an out-of-touch state of affairs, 
where the official art would be really separate from the excit- 
ing street-level art, here's an example of the city of Edmonton 
knowing these artists are alive!” 


: “He is a person who lives life to its 
fullest and lives up to his potential,” gushes van Keeken over the 
phone, as a final explanation of the man, desperate to make me 
understand his overwhelming awesomeness. “He knows how to 
live his life and he knows how to pursue his art and make things 
happen. He's a man of ideas. He has vision and drive. I’ll be out 
with him and all of the sudden, he'll be like, ‘Wait a second, let's 
do this... We're putting on a show! We're going to rent this and 
we're doing this and this is how we’re going to do it,’ and it will 
be done, And we'll just be, like, standing outside having a smoke 
and he'll arrange everything in his mind and you know in you're 
heart that it's going to happen.” 


Which makes me wonder what plan, what pursuit, what pos- ; 


sibility I put on hold when I woke him from his daydream this 
morning. Chances are, it was something wonderful.

It's hard to listen to Amy van Keeken's “Northern City,” the leadoff track to 
this all-star seven-track suite of songs about Edmonton, and not think that 
Dirt City has found an unofficial new civic anthem. The lyrics are short and 
sweet, but they manage to incorporate references to rock'n' roll, cold north- 
ern winds, and hockey — plus, there's the killer couplet where van Keeken 
joyfully sings, “When | see the puck go in the net / It makes me happy, it 
makes me wet." Add in the rousing chorus of “I live in a northern town!” and 
you've got an instant classic. 

But what's exciting about That's Edmonton for You! is that it's not all fist- 
pumping expressions of civic pride. I'm not sure if producer Trevor Anderson 
encouraged his contributors to head in this direction, or if the artists just 
naturally headed there on their own, but again and again, you hear the same 
themes coming through in the lyrics: resentment of the oil industry, despair 
at Edmontonians' inborn tendency towards apathy, the nagging feeling that 
maybe we should do what so many others have done and move somewhere 
else: “The mentality that contributes to the cold,” as Nik Kozub puts it on the 
excellent closing track, “and weighs down everyone | know.” 

At the same time, the musicians’ love for this city is never in doubt — if they 
criticize some of Edmonton's more frustrating tendencies, it's only because 
they take enough pride in living here to care about making it better. And be- 
sides, the very fact that an album as terrific as this one even exists is reason 
enough to be happy to proclaim Edmonton as your hometown. Highlights 
include Colleen Brown's “Workin’ Hard for Easy,” a Heart-style rocker about 
Big Oil and the average Joe; “Lazy for Everything,” on which Cadence Weapon 
trades in his usual quick-tongued rapping style for a laconic vocal that recalls 
vintage Beck; and Lyle Bell's epic-length “A Devil in the Woodpile” with its 
memorable image of Edmonton's dark and cold getting inside your bones 
and “burrowing like a devil in the woodpile of your soul.”

Corbin Murdoch is a man who takes 
his music seriously. Wartime Love- 
song, the latest release from Corbin 
Murdoch and The Nautical Miles, 
an altish-countryish four-piece out 
of Vancouver, is an eight-song song 
cycle about war, rebellion, ecology, 
and even Pierre Trudeau. But Mur- 
doch conveys an emotional engage- 
ment with this material, even when 
he’s singing about battles fought long 
before he was born. Five years in the 
making, it’s a dense but nuanced al- 
bum, with a brass quartet filling out 
much of the sound. Just don’t callit a 
concept album. 

“There are a number of themes 
at work,” explains Murdoch, whom 
I caught up with during a break on 
B.C.’s Sunshine Coast prior to the 
album's June 16 release. “I always 
dread calling it a concept album 
because there's such a stigma that 
comes with it, but it’s definitely a 
themed record and the themes are 
all sort of mashed together. I was 
studying political songwriting at 
university ... and was trying to fig- 
ure out what contemporary political 
songwriting would be and what kind 
of themes it would address. So it was 
more experimentation than anything 
until I wrote the first song on the al- 
bum, ‘Wartime Lovesong,’ which ap- 
proached those themes through the 
lens of my personal history and my 
family’s history. That was the spark 
that caused all of the other writing 
I'd been doing to fall into place.”

The thing is, Murdoch sim- 
ply isn’t interested in rehashing the 
hippie idealism and familiar slogan- 
eering of the '60s — he’d much rath-

‘War, what is it good for?’ kind of 
protest songs, and earlier than that, 
almanac singers and first folk revival 
stuff, is very didactic and very broad, 
and that was exciting at the time and 
that's what got people going. Now 
we live in an increasingly globalized 
world — interdisciplinarity is almost 
a given now, schools of thought are 
all mashed together, and more and 
more we realize that the issues that 
we're facing are hugely complex. 


“So the music and songs that really 
excite me, and that I would consider 
protest music, are the ones that are 
ambiguous and pose questions and 
are complex. They don't necessarily 
try to be anthems or calls to action, 
but are documents of where we are 
and what we're thinking, and hope- 
fully they're a step toward some 
sort of dialogue and figuring out 
what's next.” 

The personal is political, then? 


Yeah, maybe that's one ‘60s slogan 
Murdoch would he happy to wear on 
a button. “I wanted to access these 
themes through my own personal 
experiences and through the person- 
al experience of family, and that was 
a way that I could make these themes 
accessible in some way. It's a way of 
humanizing it and of accessing it and 
hopefully making it seem like a liv- 
ing, breathing piece of art as opposed 
to just propaganda.”

“If somebody doesn't like my music 
because I'm too lesbian or too femi- 
nist, well I don’t really give a shit,” 
| declares singer/songwriter and self- 
| described homofolkie Kate Reid — 
but in the friendliest possible way. 
“There's always going to be some- 
body that doesn't like it, right? It just 
may not be their cup of tea. I guess 
I shouldn't say I don’t give a shit, I 
think it would bug me, but I'd have 
to realize that that's not necessarily 
about me either.” 

And anyway, anyone who can't 
appreciate Reid’s special blend of 
fema-power ballads and her quirky 
look into queer life is missing out 
on many a hearty laugh. Her sopho- 
more release, I’m Just Warming Up, 
is a sassy stroll through Reid's life 
— from her small-town upbringing 
to her stint with a “boring junkie 
boyfriend” to her struggle to erode 
anti-gay discrimination through 
song. While she isn’t shy about ad- 
dressing the topic of sexual orienta- 
tion — in fact, she brazenly confronts 
anyone who dares suggest she tone 
down the lesbian references in her 
lyrics — her songs aren't alienating 
but funny, often vulnerable, and 
always honest. “I don't want to say 
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Homofolkie Triumphant! 


I'm a spokesperson for the gay and 
lesbian community,” Reid says, “but 
1 want there to be music out there 
that speaks to, and is about, lesbians 
and women.” 

Nevertheless, when a_ reviewer 
from a folk magazine comment- 
ed that her songs focused far too 
much on being a lesbian, she took 
the criticism under consideration. 
“When I first heard that,” she says, 
“I thought, ‘Decent feedback,’ right?’ 
And then I thought, ‘Wait a second 
— that's extremely homophobic.’ 
And the reason | thought that was, | 
don’t think anyone has ever said that 
to an artist that sings about straight 
relationships.” 

Out came “Uncharted Territory.”

It's an act of rebellion” while hap- 
pily strumming an acoustic guitar, 
backed by some cheery banjo-pickin’ 
and harmonica-whistlin’. “I get so 
much great feedback from people 
— straight, lesbian or gay, whatever 
— about how different, unique, and 
great it is for them to hear those 
words, so I know that it’s right. I 
am doing what I need to be doing. 
But it really was born out of anger. 
It was like, ‘Fuck you! I’m going to 
do it anyways because somebody's 
gotta do it.’” 


look at the world, look how women 
are treated and then we get called 
those names.” Under her command, 
‘bitches’ seems like a word repos- 
sessed, full of fire instead of a way to 
douse a spark. 

And while people may try to extin- 
guish Reid’s rhetoric by giving her 
“advice” on how to make it in the 
“biz,” she’s happy figuring things 
out for herself. “It's getting clearer 
to me every day about who I am, 
what I’m doing, and what my pur- 
pose is,” Reid says. “I mean, so far 
I've mostly heard really, really great 
stuff. So essentially it’s easy to accept 
and be happy about and be excited 
about, right?”

Which Edmon- 
ton does, now and then, but with less 
regularity in its quest to break all re- 
cords for the number of times Spirit 
of the West and Bruce Cockburn 
come through. Edmonton is a purer 
folk fest, certainly. But I’m not alone 
in saying that music here tends to be 
less forward-looking, more predict- 
able and enthralled with the past — 
especially its own — than Calgary’s. 
Of course, we have a grand time 
within the plastic cattle walls, but of- 
ten despite sonorous pap like Norah 
Jones or Sarah Harmer as its final 
act, or lame-o Starbucks sampler 
shit like the uneven Ryan Adams. 
Another note: EFMF'’s afterparty is 
almost always more musically com-

fest-booster asked, “Why doesn't 
somebody start an indie music festi- 
val? [Chad Van Gaalen] and his ilk 
would be far better suited to some- 
thing like that. Any slagging of folk 
fests get is usually based around the 
lack of (generally) young and hip 
acts or so-called headliners. Edmon- 
ton sometimes is a victim of its own 
successful history. Why don’t the 
young and hip get off their arses and 
start their own festivals? | certainly 
would support it.” 

I answered (verbatim) that Cal- 
gary’s doesn't get slagged, though, 
because they joyously acknowledge 
the existence of the living present 
with more acuity. And when they dip 
into the past, it's generally a savvy, 
curious choice — Glen Campbell as 
a current example. 

Indie music fests already exist in

“Deep Folk” came back appropri- 
ately deep: “Look at the history of 
folk festivals, which really started 
with Newport in 1959. It set the 
model using headliners as a trick to 
put bums on seats. Peter, Paul and 
Mary and The Kingston Trio paid 
for the likes of Doc Watson, Missis- 
sippi John Hurt, and Doc Boggs. 
Norah Jones and Sarah Harmer pay 
for Tony MacManus, Ridley Bent, 
and Sam Baker. But remember, 
Edmonton's audience comes for the 
event as much as the lineup. Having 
said that, it took Joni Mitchell, €l- 
vis Costello, and Sinéad O’Connor 
to get them there in the first place. 
1 personally would much rather hear 
Salif Keita, Baba Maal, or Mariza 
before Apostle of Hustle, Arrested 
Development, or the dreaded CVG. 

“Yes, yes, there’s too much Bruce 
Cockburn, Great Big Fee, Blue 
Rodeo, SOTW, Steve Earle, etc. 
I've railed against those inclusions 
for years. But Glen Campbell cool? 
Says who? It’s like Tom Jones. What 
makes him cool? He's a crap singer 
and sings crap songs. He and Jones 
are both middle-of-the-road prats 
that make Roger Whittaker look 
like cred. 

“For the record, I think Cal- 
gary’s lineup this year is the best 
Kerry [Clarke]’s booked to date. 
But obviously for different reasons 
than you.”

There's a stretch, about a third of 
the way through the 1979 gorefest 
Zombie, that may be the greatest 10 
minutes of exploitation filmmak- 
ing of all time, Let me set the scene 
for you 
fe begin on a boat somewhere in 
the Caribbean en route to the myste- 
rious island of Matool, which seems 
to be the origin of strange reports 
of the dead coming back to life. It's 
a beautiful day on the open water, 
and the wife of the captain (played 
by the shapely Auretta Gay) tells 
him to stop so that she can go scuba 
diving — an activity, it turns out, that 
she prefers to perform topless. And 
director Lucio Fulci, who definitely 
knows which side his bread is but- 
tered on, treats us to an extended 
sequence of the woman slipping into 
a practically transparent thong, ar- 
ranging the straps of her tank under 
her breasts and between her legs, 
diving into the ocean, and swimming 
merrily amidst the tropical fish. 
After a few minutes of this, how- 
ever, a shark appears! The woman 
is too far away from the boat to out- 
run the beast, so she ducks behind a 
coral outcropping ... only to have her 


« wrist grabbed by a zombie lurking 


in the same place! She wrests her- 
self free from the zombie’s undead 
grasp and swims away ... leaving 
the zombie to battle the shark! The 
movie doesn't cheat, either — you re- 





ally do get to see a guy in full zombie 
makeup, underwater, battling what 
really does appear to be an actual 
shark. He takes a nice big bite out of 
it, too. 

Boobs! Sharks! Zombies! Where 
does a film possibly go from there? 
Amazingly, though, when Metro Cin- 
ema screens Zombie this Saturday (a 
fundraising event for the horror fes- 
tival DEDfest), that might not be the 
scene that gets the biggest reaction. 
Fulci, it turns out, has another trick 
up his sleeve: | hate to give anything 
away, but let's just say that if you’ve 
ever had nightmares in which your 
eye gets impaled on a 14-inch-long

shard of: wood, you might want to 
look away from the screen during 
Olga Karlatos’ big scene. 

Zombie (also known variously as 
Zombie Flesh Eaters, Zombie Island, 
Island of the Living Dead, Zombi 
2, and Woodoo) is absolutely inde- 
fensible as art, but as an exercise in 
old-school, down-and-dirty, entrail- 
munching grindhouse cinema, it's 
damned hard to beat. Fulci uses his 
makeup effects sparingly but he gets 
the most mileage he can out of ev- 
ery single one of them. These zom- 
bies don’t just bite people; they rip 
long, juicy strips of flesh right off 
the bone. Worms spill from mouths 





and eye sockets, skulls explode in a 
shower of watermelon-esque brain 
matter, blood pours copiously out of 
slack zombie jaws and down zombie 
chins ... and wandering through it all 
is, of all people, Tisa Farrow, whose 
physical and vocal resemblance to 
her older sister Mia makes the film 
occasionally seem like a berserk 
cousin to Hannah and Her Sisters. 
It's a movie only a gorehound could 
love, but it should be noted that the 
production values are better than 
expected (especially the nicely done 
underwater photography in the zom- 
bie vs. shark scene), the primitive 
synth score achieves a certain cu- 


mulative, mournful power, and the 
plot (which begins in New York City 
before moving to the Caribbean) is 
surprisingly ambitious. It's also a key 
film in the development of the genre 
in that it combines the island setting 
of old-fashioned voodoo stories like 
I Walked With a Zombie with the 
ultra-violent, flesh-eating, unstop- 
pable monster armies that you get in 
zombie movies from the post-Night 
of the Living Dead era. 

Plus there’s the shark. Some 30 
years have passed, probably 500 
zombie movies have been made, and 
nobody's ever topped the bit with 
the shark.

I have to confess that | find Hun- 
garian cinema slightly intimidating, 
something I blame on Béla Tarr and 
his seven-hour-long Satantango. (I'll 
finish it soon, I swear!) So Metro 
Cinema’s four-film retrospective of 
Hungarian master Miklos Jancsé is 
a formidable viewing experience in- 
deed. But after screening The Red 
and the White and The Round Up, | 
can say that it was well worth the ef- 
fort. In fact, such a singular directo- 
rial voice as Jancsé’s is well served by 
a retrospective that allows uninitiat- 
ed viewers such as myself to become 
acquainted with his unique aesthetic 
over the course of several films. 
Both The Round Up and The Red 
and the White are fascinating simply 
as period pieces showcasing a history 
not commonly known among west- 
erners. Though they make strong 
‘statements about communist rule in 
Hungary, the films work well when 
viewed with little to no knowledge 
of their context. The backstory ul- 
timately matters little, as Jancso in- 


stead draws our attention to the ab- 
surdity of human conflict. 

The Round Up (k*** 4), Janc- 
s0’s 1966 breakthrough, is set in a 
19th-century internment camp hous- 
ing the final members of an uprising 
against Habsburg rule. It’s clear from 
the opening scene that Jancs6 offers 
the very best in black-and-white cin- 
ematography, with aggressive, high- 
contrast lighting complementing the 
bleak prison colony and Hungarian 
plains in impressive wide shots. 

The Austrian guards of The Round 
Up constantly engage in tactical 
games and power relations with the 
prisoners, working them against each 
other and offering accused murderers 
pardons for turning in someone who 
has “killed more.” Both the prisoners 
and the guards move in and out of 
the story, and would-be protagonists 
are introduced only to be unceremo- 
niously killed offscreen. In the film’s 
most difficult scene, a local girl is 
stripped naked and tortured, causing 
several prisoners to hurl themselves 
from a rooftop in protest. Yet while 
this would be a climactic moment 
in a different film, Jancsé merely 
moves on to the guards’ next attempt 
to elicit information. 

Jancs6 built upon this style with 
1967's The Red and The White 
(44%), a film that, while origi- 
nally commissioned as a celebration 
of the October Revolution, was later 
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banned by Soviet censors. The film 
is set at the end of World War I, as 
communist (red), and tsarist (white) 
forces struggle for dominance in ru- 
ral Hungary. The politics of the war, 
however, quickly take a backseat as 
the film follows a number of fleeing 
red Hungarian fighters looking for 
refuge in a local hospital. 

In both films Jancs6's beautifully 
fluid camera often begins its long 
pans prior to the motion onscreen, 
creating a sense of detachment from 
any particular characters or actions 
during the slow, methodical long 
takes. One scene in The Red and the 
White features a solider forcing a 
young peasant girl to strip and order- 
ing his men to rape her. The scene 
is reminiscent of the torture in The 
Round Up: It's difficult to watch as 
the girl is dragged offscreen, but by 
the time a superior officer arrives 
to stop the attack, the camera has 
moved on, refusing the audience any 
chance at psychological attachment. 

Jancsd’s unaffected style and aver- 
sion to any notion of glory make The 
Red and the White a true anti-war 
film, which is rare in a genre known 
for brutal yet hopelessly sentimental 
films that often double as recruit- 
ment propaganda. Yet both The Red 
and the White and The Round Up 
work best as farcical existential alle- 
gories, in which human beings strug- 
gle senselessly against each other

We follow characters long enough 
to recognize them, yet they are ulti- 
mately interchangeable, each person 
merely trying to survive.

The one glimpse 
Land of the Lost gives us of that 
classic Ferrell persona — the kind 
of man who can insist with absolute 
certainty that “San Diego” is Span- 
ish for “a whale’s vagina” — comes in 








dimension with no clear way of get- 
ting back home. 

Land of the Lost zooms through its 
setup so hurriedly that you assume 
there must be some amazing adven- 
tures ahead which the filmmakers 
just can’t wait to get to. If anything, 
though, the plotting gets even slack- 
er once the heroes arrive at the other 
end of that transdimensional portal, 
and it's hard to tell if the lazy screen- 
writing is intended as an homage to 
Sid and Marty Krofft’s original 1970s 
kiddie TV show or if screenwriters 
Chris Henchy and Dennis McNich- 
olas arrived at that approach all on 
their own. 

Rick Marshall barely even quali- 
fies as a character; he’s more like a 
script hole that everyone was hoping 


a bit where Marshall comes up with 
a plan to make himself invisible to 
the Tyrannosaurus rex that’s been 
chasing them by dumping a gallon 
of dinosaur urine over his head. It's 
such a witless gag, which only made 
me root harder for Ferrell as he tried 
to make it work — and you know 
what? When he complained that 
the urine was making his eyes burn 
and tried to solve the problem by 
dumping even more urine over him- 
self, thereby making the pain even 
worse, | couldn't help myself. I had 
to laugh. 

But I didn’t laugh long. And I didn’t 
laugh again. Not even when Ferrell 
got swallowed by a dinosaur and was 
pooped out the other end. Hey — I 
have my standards.

His baby, Nextfest, is now a preco- 
cious teenager and he's thrilled to see 
his theatrical progeny grow older, if 
not wiser. “Nextfest is 14 now,” he 
says. “I don’t have to worry about it 
as much; it’s getting more and more 
independent. I don’t have to think 
about the little stuff anymore — like 
¢‘Will audiences come? Will it rain? 
Will the festival be fabulous?’ I trust 
now that the answer is always yes 

“Now I just have to worry that 
it will stay out too late and crash 
the car.” 

Pirot has been Nextfest’s festival 
director for the last nine years and 
has seen the festival grow into the 
multidisciplinary celebration of the- 
atre, music, art, dance, and film that 
it is today involving over 400 artists 
and more than 50 events. He’s proud 
that it provides a forum for the next 
generation of Edmonton artists to 
ply their trade and learn their art 

“That has been one of the coolest 
things for me personally,” says Pirot 
“It's been incredible to see the start 
of so many tremendous artists and 
to watch them evolve over the years 
Performers like Amber Borotsik, 

Jon Lachlan Stewart, Jesse Gervais 
— artists who are now staples in the 
Edmonton community — got their 
start at Nextfest. I'm so proud to be a 
part of making sure emerging artists 


emerge 

So what makes Nextfest such a 
great festival? Why does it attract 
the next crop of Borotsiks, Stewarts 
and Gervais? According to Pirot, 
it's because of the Nextfest spirit 
“Which is a really dumb way of say 
ing that it’s like the whole metaphor 
for spring. It’s like we've all been 
released from something and we all 
want to party. There's this tremen- 
dous youthful energy — it’s like fall- 
ing in love for the first time. It's like 
having a really great crush. Nextfest 
is all about the crushes.” 

And every year Pirot seems to fall 
a little bit more in love with his baby.
